@ A NEW NAME 


Many will read these lines who are 
already acquainted with the fact that 
the District Council in session the 
last week of February of this year de- 
cided to take steps to change our 
Bible Institute to a Bible College by 
adding an optional fourth year and 
by making other changes as may be 
necessary for full accreditation as a 
College level school. The motion that 
was considered and accepted by the 
Council provided that the District 
Presbyters should decide when this 
action should be put into effect. 

It is my purpose at this time to 


bring to the people an abbreviated 
report of this very important session 


of the District Presbytery. Hours of 


deliberation brought out the reassur- 


ing fact that these good men, repre- 


senting every part of the District, 
were of one mind in their readiness 


to proceed at once to re-adjust our 


Bible training program in keeping 
with the plan submitted to and ap- 
proved by the District Council in 
session. Since the trend of the times 
indicates that eventually this must be 
done, the brethren reasoned that it 
would advance the cause of Christian 
education if we would adjust now 
to the changed circumstances and ap- 
parent necessities of the age we seek 
to serve. 

In order to effect this change, it 
will be necessary to incorporate and 
charter the school in conformity with 
state regulations. It was at this point 
that the suggestion was advanced 
that we also change the name of the 
school. There was no mandate from 
the conference concerning this, so the

matter was considered in the full light 
of this fact and in the further con- 
sciousness that they were dealing 
with history and sentiment in which 
many are deeply involved. On the 
other hand, the general and _ long- 
continued desire for a change was 
well understood. It was clear to all 
that if this school was ever to have 
a new name it should have it now be- 
fore the State is petitioned for a char- 
ter. Under these circumstances it was 
neither easy to make a decision nor 
to let the matter go by default. But 
after full and free expression by the 
entire group, the Presbvters voted 
100% to change the name of Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute to Bethany Bible 
College. 

Now in order that our readers may 
share a little more fully in the ap- 
proach of the brethren to this import- 
ant decision, I will go a step further 
in reporting the deliberations. When 
it developed that the presbyters were 
ready to consider a change of name, 
the first consideration was that the 
new name should locate us on the 
map in relation to other schools. This 
seemed desirable to all, yet no one 
was able to come up with the answer 
since the West Coast is blessed with 
so many schools, that meaningful 
geographical names had been grab- 
bed off long before we began to think 
about it. 

Now I would like a personal word 
about the name that was finally 
agreed upon — Bethany Bible College. 
This name connects the mind at once 
to something beautiful in the earth- 
life of Jesus. Having no place to lay 
His head, his friends made him at 
home in Bethany. Bethlehem and Cal- 
vary will remain sacred and precious

forever because of the manger and 
the cross. There is also a lingering 
preciousness left by the Rose of Shar- 
on upon the name of the little village 
some two miles from the City of 
David where the weary and foot-sore 
Jesus found comfort and understand- 
ing. Hallowed friendship . . . absorb- 
ing instruction . . . rugged service .. . 
graveside sorrow . resurrection 
power... all this is etched for us in 
letters that glow through the cen- 
turies — BETHANY. 

Other religious groups have select- 
ed this name as having meaningful 
associations for a Christian College. 
It is my considered opinion that this 
easy, euphonious designation can and 
will grow into the hearts of all the 
friends of Jesus in these parts. 

We are losing our beloved Presi- 
dent, Dr. Kessel. He has been pro- 
moted to a large responsibility at 
Central Bible Institute. We shall in- 
deed miss him and his lovely family 
and our love and prayers will go with 
them to the Capitol City of our or- 
ganized communion.

“But the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gen- 
tleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance: against such there is 
no law. (Gal. 5:22). 

We must bear fruit in our lives! We 
cannot make these matters grow — 
they are not miraculously acquired — 
Fruit grows! Without variation, 
healthy trees bear fruit to their own 
kind. Walnuts grow on walnut trees, 
pears grow on pear trees, peaches are 
found on peach trees. Fruit of the 
Spirit that distinguishes us always 
grows on “spiritual trees.” 

It is only fitting that at the top of 
the list of “fruits” is love. You see, the 
very nature of God is love. It is not 
the reasonable thing to think that 

God, whose distinguishing character- 
istics is love, should make love the 
first distinguishing characteristic in 
the one whom He has recreated in 
His own moral and spiritual likeness? 

“He that loveth not, knoweth not 
God, for God is love.” I John 4:8.

That is, reverently, His very texture 
.. . His material self . . . His compo- 
sition, is love!

fine difference in God and Satan. The 
splendid superlative in depicting God! 
For these reasons it must follow that 
love in the heart of the Christian — 
and enacted in his habits of life — is 
the first fruit that grows and is the 


initial characteristic. 

It might be well to pause to con- 
sider at this point that “By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another.” John 
13:35. At the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era .. . love was the difference. 
It still is! We are not known as His 
disciples because of Water Baptism 
. . . precious as this is! We are not 
distinctively His because of expressed 
piety .. . common as this belief may 
be. Most certainly we catch the note 
in 1 Cor. 18 that indicates that love 
will surpass other attributes. We are 
not identified with Him because of 
the clothing we wear or the pecul- 
iarties of our dress. Love was and is 
the feature that brands us “His.” 

This love manifests itself in us be- 
cause He is within us! His nature 
lives in us and we are part of His liv- 
ing now. Therefore it is necessary to 
say “What is this love — and what do 
we do with it?” This love is in fact 
the presence of God. We had not this 
love before we had God — and now 
we do have God . . . and God is love. 
So any love that we show or possess 
in us is in fact a possession of Him- 
self. To the extent we have Him — 
we have love. This love then is mani- 
fest in us as it was in Him — love to 
others. “For God so loved the world 
that He gave” But... did He give 
His only begotten Son to a cruel death 
on Calvary so people could be Bap- 
tised? Or look pious? Or be self- 
righteous? Or cause them to change 
their clothing . . . or looks? No! “For 
the Son of Man is Come to Seek And 
To Save That Which Was Lost.” 
(Luke 19:10.)

So, God gave His Son . . . and the 
Son Gave Himself to save the lost! 
That was love that came in the flesh! 
God gave Himself! God is Love! Love 
expressed in crushed flesh, broken 
body, falling blood ... but Love! 
And now that we are born into this 
family — our nature, our fibre, our be- 
ing, is love. And the precedent is 
clearly established .. . i. e. love gives 
itself for the lost! 


This is why we are different. 
love the lost. 

In order that we should have a 
good perspective, it might be well to 
look at the category called “lost.” 
They are lost, you say, because the y 
are not saved. That is right, absolute- 
ly — but why are they lost .. . and 
to whom are they lost? Things or 
people that get lost in our world of 
today very seldom realize it until 
basic needs revolving around time, 
hunger, rest, etc. make the lostness 
apparent. If you lose your fountain 
pen ... the object feels nothing of 
loss. If you Tose a small child . , . he 
will be quite unaware of his lost con- 
dition until something calls attention 
to the fact of being separated from 
his parents. Meanwhile you with the 
lost pen might be searching every- 
where . . . and the parents of a lost 
child will be frantic with concern. 

You see, the sorrow in the case of 
the lost is in the Heart of God. He is 
sensitive because He is love! And 
Love has lost one! God sees sinners 
as lost to Him and His Love, And we 
are born of God . . . and partakers of 
His nature. 

Now to a serious question: How do 
you see the “lost?” Are they a group 
of “drinkers”; gamblers; course folk; 
evil doers? Then you haven’t a deep 
enough insight . . . for men can look 
with scorn, disdain, or even indiffer- 
ence on whole multitudes of such 
people . . . unmoved! You cannot be 
unmoved if you can but catch, a 
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glimpse of the tears in the heart of a 
God of love . . . spurned by a sheep 
for whom He gave part of Himself. 

In the lyrics of the “Seven Last 
Words of Christ” by Dubois, we find 
the mood reaching for men who are 
tender in these words: 


“Can there be mortal, so void of 


feeling ... 

Not to share pain with her there 
kneeling, 

And not to have part in her 


agony... 

All this in gracious melody to cause 
us to reach the heart-cry of Mary and 
enter into her sufferings at the cross. 
But has there been a real effort by us 
to enter into the sufferings of God! 
For His is the suffering of love spurn- 
ed! Of love poured out and trampled! 
Of saving grace being lost! 

But . . . are we able to suffer with 
Him? Yes, and we must, for this is 
our distinguishing mark as His! We 
must first have His texture of being 
... love... and then we cannot but 
suffer when He suffers and rejoice 
with His rejoicing! 

This sums itself into what we call 
in our Churches the “Passion of 
Souls.” Factually, we do not get souls 
saved unless we “love them” into the 
Kingdom. Revivals are’ not accidents 
— they are the inevitable result of a 
congregation of people who are of 
the nature of God in their love for 
souls! This demands that they spend 
much time in prayer, but love does 
not have the word “sacrifice” in its 
vocabulary. Love for souls means 
much witness time for Christ, but love 
does not reckon with inconvenience. 
Love for souls means giving of hours 
of each week in “kind” living before 
men to attract them to the fact that 
«he is a disciple because he 
foves...” 

And because love is a first char- 
acteristic of a Born Again one, I am 


continually puzzled about the re- 
marks in the Word about “love wax- 
ing cold” — and descriptions of “fail- 
ing love” — or “waning love.” One of 
the signs of the last times in both 
Luke and Matthew’s writing is the 
“falling away’ — and “the love of 
many waxing cold.” This means we 
are not at that stage living up to our 
heritage in Christ! 

Could it be that just as on Calvary 
.. . His love is being poured out... 
and only the ground seems to receive 
it? Could by chance we be represen- 
tative of a group of people so void 
of feeling not to suffer the same pain 
as in His Wondrous Heart over souls 
that are lost? Suppose we try a sim- 
ple test. I will answer this honestly 

. will you? 


1. How do men know I am His 


2. Is there really a distinct difference 
between me and an unsaved man 
or woman? What is it?

My temper ............ My love .......... 

3. Do I really see a sinner as lost?

These are very severe questions and 
they all demand and require an an- 
swer on the “highest level” of prayer 
and experience. It might very well 
prove to be that a correct answer to 
all these questions is the key to a 
soul-stirring revival in your assembly. 
“By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye have love one 
to another.” (John 18:35.)

Fifteen million “sex” magazines are 
printed monthly and they are read 
by one-third of American people. 

More than _ 90,000,000 “comic” 
books are sold each month, most of 
them to children and young people. 
They deal with crime, sex, murder 
and love, contaminating the minds of 
millions of our youth. 

The large number of “suggestive 
and_ blood-curdling” TV and _ radio 
programs and movies that our child- 
ren are daily subjected to is a “na- 
tional scandal.” (American Mercury). 

There are more barmaids in this 
country than college girls. 

One million American girls are 
known to have veneral diseases; how 
many are unknown? 

One million illegitimate babies are 
born annually; how many more that 
are not recorded as such? 

A conservative estimate is that 
there are a million illegal abortions 
annually. 

One hundred thousand girls disap- 
pear every year into the ranks of 
white slavery. Millions more, living in 
every community of our country, are 
living as prostitutes, but giving their 
bodies free, while appearing to be 
respectable. 

In the last few years, delinquency 
among girls has risen 58 per cent. 

One million wives and children in 
the U. S. are now receiving state aid 
as a result of having been deserted 
by fathers. 

There are 400,000 divorces annual- 
ly; one divorce for every three mar- 
riages. 

There are 7,000,000 alcoholics and 
problem drinkers in the U. S. 

Three out of ten who start as light 
drinkers end up as drunkards. 

Nearly half of our women drink. 
One-sixth of our alcoholics are wo- 
men, 
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We spend $10,000,000,000 a year 
for alcoholic beverages. 

Our national crime bill has now 
reached $25,000,000,000 a year. 

The people of the U. S. smoke 433 
billion cigarettes each year. 

We spend $9,000,000,000 annually 
for tobacco. 

We spend $12,000,000,000 annually 
for recreation. 

Only one out of 10 persons in our 
country attends church regularly. 

Seven out of eight children quit 
church and Sunday School attendance 
before they reach 15 years of age. 

There are 28,000,000 children in 
our country who receive little or no 
religious instruction of any kind. 

As a nation we spend $750.00 on 
pleasures, sins, cosmetics and amuse- 
ments to every $1.00 we give to for- 
eign missions. 

Read, weep and pray as you pon- 
der America’s deep need. 

Add to our moral problems the fact 
that so many in this country are mem- 
bers of the cults and the Roman 
Catholic church (there are 35,000,000
